Forest  Fire  Warden's  Report 


Crises  like  the  present  test  the  quaHty  and  sincerity  of 
evei-vone's  patriotism  and  citizenship.  The  times  make  such 
unavoidable  demands  for  universal  cooperation  in  the  many 
lines  of  essential  regular  and  emergency  public  endeavor  that 
the  response  given  may  well  be  assumed  to  be  the  real 
measure  of  one's  love  of  country  and  his  appreciation  of  the 
opp>ortunities  it  offers.  Ranking  high  in  the  list  of  public 
endeavor  is  the  protection  of  our  forests  from  fire.  It  calls  for 
full  and  generous  cooperation  by  each  of  us.  Fire  statistics 
indicate  that  better  than  98  per  cent  of  all  fires  in  New  Hamp- 
shire are  man-caused.  If  human  carelessness  could  be  elimi- 
nated from  the  problem,  the  number  of  fires  would  drop  to 
a  mere  minimum  of  less  than  2  per  cent  of  present  figures  and 
fire  costs  and  losses  would  reduce  in  proportion.  While  this 
goal  udll  not  be  achieved  because  of  the  perversity  of  human 
nature,  the  record  can  be  vastly  improved  through  individual 
discipline,  alertness  and  cooperation. 

Discipline ,  calls  for  personal  restraint  from  following  vm- 
strlcted  natural  impulses  to  do  as  one  pleases  with  regard  to 
fire;  alertness  in  cautioning  others  against  imprudent  and  illegal 
burning  and  in  promptly  reporting  fires  to  the  local  forest  fire 
warden;  cooperation  in  complying  v^dth  laws,  rules,  and  regu- 
lations governing  the  kindling  and  care  of  fires,  smoking,  safety 
of  mechanical  units  using  fire  in  and  near  woodlands  and  assist- 
ing the  local  warden  in  extinguishing  such  fires  as  may  occur. 

The  possibilities  of  disastrous  and  expensive  woods  fires 
are  constantly  becoming  more  real.  The  hurricane  felled  an 
estimated  one  and  one-half  billion  board  feet  of  standing  timber, 
much  of  which  was  never  cleaned  up.  To  this  hazard  has 
been  and  is  being  added  extensive  areas  of  slash  from  addi- 
tional hundreds  of  millions  cut  to  produce  vitally  needed  wood 
for  the  war  effort.  With  the  stage  so  set,  greater  caution  is 
increasingly  necessary.     It   will  pay    substantial    dividends    in 
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unburned     forest    areas    and    the    saving    of    unnecessary    fire 
expense. 

The  year  1943  was  an  extremely  fortunate  one  because 
of  favorable  weather  conditions.  Many  towns  had  no  fires, 
some  had  minor  fires  while  a  few  had  expensive  ones.  The 
public  controls  the  answer  to  the  1944  and  future  year's  fire 
records.  If  the  public  is  careful  and  cooperative  the  record 
will  be  good. 

Your  town  warden  is,  perhaps,  more  perplexed  and 
anxious  during  these  war  years  than  ever  before  because  of 
increased  forest  fire  hazards  and  diminishing  supplies  of  avail- 
able man-power.  He  looks  dii-ectly  to  you  to  aid  him.  Will 
you?  You  can  aid  him  most  effectively  by  always  secur- 
ing the  required  permit  before  attempting  to  burn  and  by 
complying  fully  with  permit  requirements;  by  being  patient 
when  he  advises  of  departmental  restriction  on  permit  burn- 
ning  or  that  he  deems  it  unsafe  to  burn;  and  by  giving  him 
the  needed  assistance  in  extinguishing  fires  when  he  needs 
yoin-  help.     To  do  so  is  to  meet  one  real  test  of  citizenship.

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Report  of  Superintendent 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Conway: 

The  casual  observer  may  not  appreciate  the  fact  that 
finding  a  teacher  for  every  school  room  for  every  dav  in  the 
year  has  taxed  the  ingenuity  and  resourcefulness  of  the  school 
board  and  superintendent  to  the  limit  during  the  present 
school  year.  Any  one  is  unduly  optimistic  who  believes  that 
this  situation  w^ill  grow  better  in  the  near  future.  Furthermore, 
all  problems  of  supply  and  up-keep  of  physical  equipment 
have  become  increasingly  difficult.  There  has  been  also  a 
great  increase  in  the  clerical  work  which  has  to  be  done  in 
school  oflRce  in  connection  with  pay  rolls,  child  labor,  gasoline 
for  transportation,  priorities  and  other  federal  regulations. 
Despite  all  obstacles  we  have  thus  far,  in  my  opinion,  met 
the  situation  with  fair  success.  We  mention  these  matters 
because  we  have  never  before  been  confronted  with  a  situation 
like  this,  and  instead  of  a  complacent  faith  that  we  can  work 
miracles,  we  need  from  the  citizens  of  Conway  all  the  cooper- 
ation we  can  get  to  maintain  our  school  system  at  approximately 
its  present  standard  of  efficiency. 

The  total  school  expenditure  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1943,  was  $72,775  00.  The  amount  called  for  by 
school  board's  budget  for  1944-1945  is  $74,034.00. 

There  was  a  substantial  balance  on  hand  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  current  year.  About  $700  of  this  was  earmarked 
for  bills  due  but  not  rendered.  There  was  no  special  appro- 
priation for  repairs  last  March  and  we  used  over  $1300  of  the 
balance  to  paint  the  grammar  schools  at  Conway  and  at  North 
Conway.  We  also  had  to  have  new  grates  cast  for  the  furnace 
at  North  Conway  and  this  cost  about  $300.  There  were  also 
some  necessary  repairs  at  the  high  school  and  at  East  Conway 
which  were  planned  but  not  made  because  of  the  labor  short- 
age. 
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A  comparison  of  one  year's  expenditure  with  another  year 
is  invalidated  to  some  degree  by  the  fact  that  inventories  are 
not  included.  It  has  been  our  poHcy  in  recent  years  to  fill  our 
coal  bins  to  capacity  and  to  pay  for  the  coal  before  July  1. 
Much  of  the  fuel  used  this  year  was  paid  for  last  year  and 
we  plan  if  possible  to  fill  the  bins  again  before  July  1  and 
leave  the  fuel  inventory  as  it  was  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  For  various  reasons  the  inventories  of  text  books, 
scholars  and  janitors  supplies  was  low  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year. 

It  should  be  understood  that  budgets  are  at  best  only 
reasoned  guesses  and  are  not  final  disbursements  of  funds. 
Economy  is  possible  only  through  the  control  of  expenditures. 
The  budget,  however,  becomes  a  convenient  working  sheet 
with  maximums  above  which  the  school  board  will  not  go 
except  for  emergencies.  When  expenditures  at  the  end  of  the 
year  are  compared  with  the  original  budget  estimates,  there 
are  as  many  underexpended  as  overexpended  items,  but  the 
variation  is  not  great. 

Tlie  budget  as  presented  this  year  is  the  result  of  a  study 
of  experience  and  probability.  The  total  is  high  for  the 
reason  that  we  have  to  pay  more  for  teachers,  janitors,  trans- 
portation, fuel  and  supplies  of  all  kinds.  We  already  have  a 
definite  percentage  of  inflation  and  if  it  continues  its  creeping 
progress,  the  time  will  come  when  it  will  make  no  difference 
whether  we  have  budgets  or  not. 

Hot  lunches  have  been  served  through  the  winter  months 
at  the  North  Conway  Graded  school,  the  Conway  Graded 
school,  and  at  Kennett  High  school.  The  Conway  P.  T.  A. 
deserves  mention  for  its  successful  program  in  the  local  school. 
Appreciation  is  also  expressed  to  the  Domestic  Arts  department 
in  Kennett  High  school,  and  to  numerous  parents  at  North 
Conway  who  have  cooperated  with  the  teachers  in  preparing 
the  hot  lunches. 

At  the  Shirley  school  in  East  Conway  there  have  been 
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40  pupils  distributed  throughout  all  eight  grades.  As  Artemas 
Ward  might  have  said:  "This  is  2  much."  My  predecessor 
and  myself  worked  without  success  on  the  problem  of  a  teacher 
for  this  school  until  late  August  when  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Richards 
of  Andover,  Maine,  with  commendable  courage  accepted  the 
position.  She  has  made  a  success  of  a  most  difficult  situation 
which  we  have  made  a  little  better  by  dividing  the  school 
and  having  school  for  the  upper  grades  in  the  forenoon  and 
for  the  lower  grades  in  the  afternoon.  It  is  not  an  ideal 
solution  and  I  wish  to  commend  the  parents  at  East  Conway 
for  the  understanding  and  cooperation  which  have  been  in 
evidence  all  through  the  year. 

There  have  been  a  considerable  number  of  violations  of 
the  child  labor  laws  by  individuals  who  ought  to  know  better. 
High  school  pupils  in  good  standing  in  their  classes  may  be 
excused  by  the  principal  a  week  at  a  time  for  planting  and 
harvesting,  but  those  who  hire  grade  school  children  to  work 
during  school  hours  are  not  only  violating  the  law  but  denying 
the  child's   right  to   complete  educational  opportunity.

Report  of  Headmaster 

Mr.  John  H.  Fuller 
Superintendent  of  Schools 

Dear  Sir: 

I  submit  the  following  brief  report  of  Kennett  High  School 
for  the  past  year. 

Last  June  a  class  of  36  was  graduated.  Eleven  are  already 
in  or  are  awaiting  call  to  the  armed  services  as  follows:  3  in 
the  Navy  V-5  Program,  5  in   the  Anriy   Air  Corps,  2  in  the 
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Infantry,  and  1  in  the  Army  V-12.  Three  of  the  graduates 
are  in  nursing  schools  and  two  more  expect  to  enter  soon; 
three  are  in  teachers'  colleges,  and  two  in  N.  H.  University, 
1  in  Simmons,  1  in  Sargent  School,  1  in  Harvard  University, 
12  are  employed. 

Our  registration  to  February   1st  is   195,  of  whom  94   are 
boys  and  101  are  girls,  is  distributed  as  follows: 
1   Post  Graduate,  a  boy; 

31   Seniors:   14  boys  and  17  girls; 

45  Juniors:      21  boys  and  24  girls; 

49  Sophomores:  21  boys  and  28  girls; 

67  Freshmen:  36  boys  and  31  girls. 
There  have  been  14  discharges  to  date:  9  boys  and  5  girls. 
The  reasons  so  far  as  1  am  able  to  determine  them,  are  as 
follows:  1  boy  to  the  army;  1  boy  to  the  navy;  1  girl  left 
to  go  to  work;  3  boys  and  2  girls  moved  out  of  town;  one  girl 
and  two  boys  left  because  of  their  own,  illness  or  that  of 
their  families;  one  girl  and  four  boys  left,  either  because 
they  could  not  do  the  work  at  high  school  level,  or  because 
they  did  not  care  to  pay  the  price  in  effort,  for  success.  It 
may  be  noted  that  the  registration  at  the  same  date  has  been 
three  larger  than  that  of  last  year,  and  that  we  have  two 
fewer  pupils. 

Two  hundred  and  eight  pupil-courses  are  being  given  in 
English;  30  in  Latin;  24  in  French;  14  in  Spanish;  71  in 
Industrial  Arts;  54  in  Home  Economics;  149  in  Science;  112 
in  History  and  Social  Sciences;  123  in  Mathematics;  100  in 
Commerce.  These  courses  are  being  on  the  whole  well  taught. 
We  have,  as  the  citizens  of  the  town  well  know,  suffered  a 
serious  loss  in  our  language  department,  due  to  the  illness  of 
Mrs.  Kent.  Her  work  has  been  taken  over  by  various  substi- 
tute teachers.  No  matter  how  able  the  substitute  may  be,  it 
takes  time  for  her  to  pick  up  the  work  of  a  class.  Each  teacher 
uses  a  diflFerent  emphasis,  and  has  a  personal  philosophy  for  her 
class,  hence  when  teachers  change  frequently  there  must  be 
a  serious  loss. 
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At  mid -year,  47  pupils  had  earned  honor  grades  of  85% 
or  better  in  three  or  more  courses.  Last  year,  with  about 
the  same  registration,  the  figures  were  54  in  212  courses.  It 
would  seem  that  the  quality  of  the  work  being  done  this  year 
is  not  so  good  as  last  year.  Parents  should  insist  that  all 
students  not  on  the  honor  list  do  at  least  1/2  to  3  hours  of 
study  at  home  each  school  day. 

The  attendance  this  vear  has  been  the  poorest  in  my 
experience.
